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SMI-S XP Description 

SMI-S XP vl.03 allows CIMOM-capable management software to manage XP arrays. SMI-S 
XP resides on the HP Open View Storage Management station. SMI-S XP uses the Storage 
Management Initiative Specification (SMI-S), a new standard developed by the Storage 
Networking Industry Association (SNIA). 

SMI-S XP Features 

SMI-S XP allows CIMOM-capable management software to manage XP arrays using SMI-S 
vl.03. SMI-S XP 1.03 is based on MOF 2.8. As a component of Command View XP, SMI-S 
XP resides on the management station in the Storage Area Network (SAN).

Command View XP Minimum Revision Level 

SMI-S XP vl.03 is integrated with Command View XP 1.8. 
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Known Issues 

■ Prerequisites and limitations while creating a Business Copy: 

— A Business Copy cannot be created for a Command Device. 

— When creating a Business Copy, the source and target volume should have a LUN 
already defined. 

■ CreateStorageVolume does not return the proper return value and error message for 
unsupported LUN sizes. Verify this by checking the returned LUN size. If the LUN size is 
zero, the CreateStorageVolume call failed. Any non-zero value indicates the call was 
completed successfully. 

■ Dependency class is not supported. 

■ During the SMI-S installation, Service Location Protocol (SLP) is installed and this 
service will be running on port number 427. If you uninstall SMI-S, SLP will be removed, 
but no check is made to see if any other application is using the SLP. 

■ LUN masking active management is not supported for XP48 and XP512 disk arrays.

3. Distribution Obligations. 

3.1 Application of License. The Modifications which You create or to which You 
contribute are governed by the terms of this License, including without limitation Section 
2.2. The Source Code version of Covered Code may be distributed only under the terms of 
this License or a future version of this License released under Section 6. 1 , and You must 
include a copy of this License with every copy of the Source Code You distribute.

You may distribute Covered Code in Executable 
form only if the requirements of Section 3.1-3.5 have been met for that Covered Code, and 
if You include a notice stating that the Source Code version of the Covered Code is 
available under the terms of this License, including a description of how and where You 
have fulfilled the obligation of Section 3.2. The notice must be conspicuously included in 
any notice in an Executable version, related documentation or collateral in which You 
describe recipients' rights relating to the Covered Code. You may distribute the Executable 
version of Covered Code or ownership rights under a license of Your choice, which may 
contain terms different from this License, provided that You are in compliance with the 
terms of this License and that the license for the Executable version does not attempt to 
limit or alter the recipient's rights in the Source Code version from the rights set forth in 
this License.

4. Inability to Comply Due to Statute or Regulation. If it is impossible for You to comply 
with any of the terms of this License with respect to some or all of the Covered Code due to 
statute, judicial order, or regulation then You must: (a) comply with the terms of this License 
to the maximum extent possible; and (b) describe the limitations and the code they affect.

SHOULD ANY COVERED CODE PROVE DEFECTIVE IN ANY RESPECT, YOU 
(NOT THE INITIAL DEVELOPER OR ANY OTHER CONTRIBUTOR) ASSUME 
THE COST OF ANY NECESSARY SERVICING, REPAIR OR CORRECTION. THIS 
DISCLAIMER OF WARRANTY CONSTITUTES AN ESSENTIAL PART OF THIS 
LICENSE. NO USE OF ANY COVERED CODE IS AUTHORIZED HEREUNDER 
EXCEPT UNDER THIS DISCLAIMER. 

8. TERMINATION. 

8.1 This License and the rights granted hereunder will terminate automatically if You fail 
to comply with terms herein and fail to cure such breach within a reasonable time after 
becoming aware of the breach. All sublicenses to the Covered Code which are properly 
granted shall survive any termination of this License. Provisions which, by their nature, 
must remain in effect beyond the termination of this License shall survive. 

8.2 If You initiate litigation by asserting a patent infringement claim (excluding 
declaratory judgment actions) against Initial Developer or a Contributor (the Initial 
Developer or Contributor against whom You file such action is referred to as "Participant") 
alleging that:
